BILL FOR BORDER 
RADAR WARNING NET 
PASSED BY HOUSE 


WASHINGTON, March 9 (AP)— 
A bill authorizing the air force to 
encircle the United States with a 
radar warning system was passed 
by the House today by voice vote. 
It goes to the Senate for action. 
The House also a bill 
to let the Air Force build a 3000- 
mile testing range for guided mis- 
siles. Action on this, too, came 
on a voice vote. 
The radar net is expected to 
cost $161,000,000 and the guided 
missiles range $200,000,000. 
At the start, the bills would 
limit expenditures to $85,500,000 
for radar and $70,000,000 for the 
range. Money will have to be sup- 
plied later in separate appropria- 
tion bills. The proposed location 
of the missiles range is a secret. 
The armed services committee 
recommended the radar screen as 
“the only reasonably’ effective 
means known today whereby the 
effectiveness of an enemy air at- 
tack may be reduced.” 
The radar net bill gives the Aif 
Force the job of guarding against 
air attack, also jurisdiction over 
the guided missile range.

WASHINGTON, March 9—In 
response to a request made by 
the Federal Communications Com- 
mission, all of the systems of the 
American Telephone & Telegraph 
Co, are filing new jtariffs specifi- 
caliy barring the use of telephone 
services for unlawful purposes, in- 
quiry developed today. 

In a letter sent to A.T.&T. on 
Jan. 6, the commission asked that 
the phone companies reflect their 
past practice on this subject in 
their written tariffs, which are 
statements of rates and policies. 
The revised tariffs contain the fol- 
lowing paragraph: 

“The service is furnished sub- 
ject to the condition that it will 
not be used for an unlawful pur- 
pose. Service will not be furnished 
if any law enforcement agency, 
acting within its jurisdiction, ad- 
vises that such service is being 
used or will be used in violation 
of law, or if the telephone com- 
pany receives other evidence that 
such service is being or will be so 
used.” 

Southwestern Bell Is First. 

Because of legal questions as to 
the scope of its authority, the 
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FCC limited itself to a request 
rather than a direct order. The 
first company in the Bell System 
to file the amended tariff with 
the commission was the South- 
western Bell Telephone Co., which 
has jurisdiction over St. Louis.

WASHINGTON, March 9 (AP) — 
The “Axis Sally” treason case went 
to the jury in United States dis- 
trict court today. 

The jury of seven' men and five 
women received an outline of the 
evidence and instructions on points 
of law from Judge Edward M. 
Curran, who told the jury to 
“weigh the evidence dispassion- 
ately.” 

The trial of Mildred E. Gillars, 
48 years old, whose broadcasts for 
the German radio during the war 
became known as the “Axis Sally 
program,” began six weeks ago. 
She faces a possible death penalty 
if convicted. 

Judge Curran instructed the jur- 
ors in detail on the question of 
“coercion, compulsion and neces- 
sity.” The defense contended that 
Miss Gillars did propaganda work 
for the Nazis only because she was 
compelled to. 

Judge Curran ruled that “coer- 
cion, compulsion and necessity” 
were not an excuse for treason- 
able acts unless under a “well- 
grounded apprehension cf immedi- 
ate death or great bodily harm.”

Production of gas was resumed 
today at Laclede Gas Light Co.’s 
Shrewsbury plant, which had been 
shut down since yesterday by a 


walkout of 300 AFL employes feud- 
ing with the CIO. 

The company announced opera- 
tions in the plant were resumed at 
2:15 p.m. Earlier, it had stated 
the supply of gas on hand to serve 
its 75,000 St. Louis county custom- 
ers would last until 5 p.m. 
Production was resumed with 14 
former AFL workers who had 
signed up with the CIO, the com- 
pany explained. The tie-up ended 
after about 300 CIO employes of 
the company moved into the plant 
in company trucks. 

Martin Wagner, - international 
president of the CIO Gas, Coke 
and Chemical Workers, later said 
17 CIO men who formerly had be- 
longed to AFL International Union 
of Operating Engineers were tak- 
ing over operation of the plant 
with 12 other workers, who would 
be supplemented by still more CIO 
members. 

Says 34 Have -Signed Up. 
Wagner said that 34 of the 54 
plant workers who had belonged 
to the AFL now have signed up 
with the CIO. “The CIO will fur- 
nish whatever outside help is 
needed,” he declared. 

After CIO workers entered the 
plant en masse and manufacture 
of gas was resumed, Joseph Ap- 
pelbaum, regional director of the 
CIO union, came out and directed 
that all persons not employed in 
the plant return to their regular 
jobs. This brought an exodus in 
the trucks, with AFL members 
who had gathered just off the 
company property jeering at the 
departing CIO members. 

There were yells of “Scabs!” 
and “Strikebreakers!” but the 
CIO men did not reply. 

Appelbaum earlier had walked 
across the street to talk to about 
30 AFL workers gathered there. 

“We want to be fair,” he told 
them, “and we respect your rights 
and opinions, but we have re- 
sponsibilities under our contract 
with the company. We want you 
to become a part of our organiza- 
tion. We thought we could get 
you better working conditions and 
wages. You can come back to

But 
they were requested by a company 
officer to return to the plant gate 
after a telephone message from 
the CIO demanding that the AFL 
men transfer to the CIO Gas, Coke 
and Chemical Workers, with which 
the company has a labor contract, 
The men quietly complied with 
the request, and were assembled 
near the gate when the CIO cara- 
van ap 
Robert Otto, company president, 
announced that the company did 
not sanction the CIO movement, 
and tried to stop the trucks from 
leaving the Forest Park garage. 
“The company and police tried to 
prevent the taking of the trucks,” 
Otto asserted. “We cailed the as- 
sistant chief of police and request- 
ed officers to mit the movement, 
The company did everything in 
its power and its employes at the 
garage tried unsuccessfully to pre- 
vent the CIO men from taking 
the trucks.” 


The CIO men were led by Wag- 
ner, their president.:Wagner, who 
was active in forming the CIO 
union in the gas company years 
ago, told reporters: “We are here 
to see that these men go back to 
work.”

While rejecting the suggestion 
for submission of a constitutional 
amendment specifically alloting 
money for country roads, the com- 
mittee included a recommendation 
that some future Legislature con- 
sider such an amendment if it 
should be found necessary to add 
additional miles of rural roads and 
city streets to the state-main- 
tained mileage. 

Estimates on Spending. 

Based on estimates furnished by 
the Highway Commission, the ad- 
visory committee found that in a 
10-year period $256,000,000 would 
be required to maintain the pres- 
ent state system, to build multi- 
lane highways to serve increased 
traffic, to widen and reconstruct 
highways and bridges; that $78,- 
000,000 would be required to build 
and maintain 8700 miles of feder- 
al aid farm-to-market roads; that 
$37,000,000 would be required to 
construct and maintain feeder 
roads, and that $75,000,000 would 
be required for urban highways 
and city streets, by-passes of cit- 
ies, alternate city routes and traf- 
fice relief routes in areas adja- 
cent to cities.

One system involves a “bust 
out”’ man who stations himself 
ahead of the game's big shooter, 
palms the regular dice and sub- 
stitutes “flats” or other types of 
crooked dice which. he passes on 
to the victim next to him. 

It is dangerous to accuse the 
operators of cheating. .When a 
man known as “Humpy” Jackson 
of Paducah, Ky., who lost approxi- 
mately $7000 at the El Morocco 
about two years ago, claimed he 
had been cheated, thé dealer shot 
him, A pre-dawn inquest, held on 
the premises, resulted in a verdict 
of justifiable homicide. 

Most of Pulaski county’s gambl- 
ing is carried on in buildings 
licensed as taverns, Gambling and 
drinking continue long after the 
legal closing hour, and lead to 
frequent fights. 

In a fight outside the Wagon 
Wheel on Feb. 12, witnesses re- 
ported; Robert QO. ..Mitchell, a 
Cairo truck driver, was “stomped” 
to death by a companion, who had 
tried to persuade Mitchell to go 
home. Commenting on the fact 
the fight occurred at 2 a.m., the 
Mounds Independent sarcastically 
observed: “The closing hour is 
presumed to be midnight in 
Mound City for taverns.” 

Slots, Bingo in Pulaski. 

Pulaski county has slot ma- 
chines, bingo games and policy 
betting in addition to the dice 
games and handbook. In an inter- 
view last August, Republican 
State’s Attorney Warner Wall ad- 
mitted’ that “we (meaning the 
Pulaski administration) have been 
violating the laws of Illinois” but 
claimed “we have done it with 
the common consent of the 
people.” 

Wall’s contention that the pub- 
lic approves official _ lenience 
toward gambling is disputed by 
the Pulaski County Law Obser- 
vance League, which came into 
being shortly after the interview 
with Wall. The league has several 
hundred members of numerous 
religious denominations. It has 
brought the corrupt situgtion in 


state officials. Thus far its ef- 
forts at reform have not met with 
success, but the league has not 
given up the fight.

In both these jobs, Murphy has

Who—and Why? 


The next chapter in the St. Louis Police Board 
mystery, as today’s cartoon depicts, opens at 
police headquarters. Over the scene hangs one 
of the biggest question marks the people of this 
city have ever beheld in the conduct of theit 
municipal affairs. 

Why is it fair to question what will happen 
at police headquarters? Why is it proper to 
wonder what four respectable members of the 
community will do with their new authority? 

The murky, cloudy, unwholesome atmosphere 
which blankets this situation actually goes back 
to the primary race for Governor last summer. 

Forrest Smith’s opponent, Rov McKittrick, 
charged repeatedly that gambling elements were 
behind the Smith candidacy. Why were these 
charges never adequately repudiate? 


The professional gamblers took Gov. Smith's 
election as a green light. Did they assume this 
or did they have some knowledge that the way 
would be open for them? 


The original scheme was that Gov. Smith 
would not name a new Police Board until after 
a new Mayor had been elected in St. Louis. Why 
was that the original idea? 


With the resignation of H. Sam Priest from 
the post of president of the board, the Governor 
was forced to move up his time table. Why was 
he reluctant to do so? 


A list of outstanding citizens was drawn up by 
Democratic National Committeeman Nangle. 
From this list a half-dozen able boards could 
have been formed. Why were none of these 
outstanding citizens invited to serve? 


When the Governor announced his four 
choices, it was evident at once that machine 
politics had got in its licks. Why did the new 
board have this highly political coloration? 


The Governor’s choice for president of the 
new board, Daniel P. Reardon, withdrew after 
a few days. It is said that he learned that cer- 
tain strings were tied to the appointment. /f 
the strings concerned demotions in the Police 
Department, who tied them and for what purpose? 


After Mr. Reardon’s withdrawal several other 
names were put forward unofficially, talked 
about and then dropped. Who was responsible 
for this strange, irresponsible procedure and 
why? 


State Senator Hilsman of St. Louis held up 
action on the appointees in the Senate com- 
mittee. Yet .he did not call the nominees be- 
fore the committee for inquiry into their ex- 
perience and views. What was Senator Hils- 
man's purpose in the delay? 


Serious inquiry into all this produced a tangle 
of conflicting and changed statements. It be- 
came impossible to know what to believe. Why 
was this important business of the people of St. 
Louis allowed to get in such a demoralized state? 


When at length a new fourth member, Wil- 


Jiam L. Holzhausen, was chosen, he was for all 


practical purposes a name drawn from a hat. 
Why did Gov. Smith name a man professedly un- 
known to St. Louis, little tf at all known to him- 
self and presumably unknown to the State Sena- 
tors from this city? 


The Senate made a spectacle of itself by rush- 
ing to confirm the appointments not only with- 
out a hearing, but also without the quorum 
required by the State Constitution. Why this ea- 
traordinary haste and why this patently illegal 
course? 


Upon inquiry, Senator Pentland vouched for 
the new board member to other St. Louis Sena- 
tors even though he said he had not met him. 
How could Senator Pentland vouch for a man he 
did not know? 


The new president of the board accepted the 
appointment without hearing a word direct from 
the Governor. Did he not think it strange that 
public business of this importance should be 
handled in such a roundabout, offhand way? 


The new board president says that he is 
“free to do just as I please, subject, of couyse, 
to the wishes of the Governor who appointed 
me.” How does he consider himself “free” and 


at the same time under control of the influences 


which caused his selection? 


These are by no means all of the ominous 
aspects of this situation and the questions which 
they suggest. But they are enough and more 
to justify a big doubt concerning the Police 
Board delivered to St. Louis by Forrest Smith 
and the State Senators from this city, 
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Union Security and the States 

By installments, so to speak, the country is 
learning what the nine Supreme Court Justices 
think about issues involving the closed shop in 
labor contracts. Two months ago in an 8-to-l 
decision, our highest court ruled that the states, 
acting under their police power to regulate mat- 
ters within their borders, could outlaw the 
closed shop. 

Now there has been a 7-to-2 decision dealing 
with “maintenance of membership” as regulated 
by a Wisconsin statute. Wisconsin authorizes 
contracts which make union membership a con- 
dition to employment only if two-thirds of the 
employes approve the requirement. This has 
the effect in certain situations of outlawing 
“maintenance of membership.” 

The effect of the majority opinion is to say 
that states may regulate such labor matters so 
long as the regulations present no conflict with 
national policy. Justice Frankfurter, author of 
the decision, takes the position that the Wagner 
Act, no less than the Taft-Hartley Act, left the 
states “free to pursue their own more restrictive 
policies” with respect to union security agree- 
ments. This brings a dissent from Justices 
Black and Douglas who say that there is no point 
in changing the record of the court's interpreta- 
tion of the pertinent section of the Wagner Act, 
particularly since the Wagner Act was repealed 
by the Taft-Hartley Act. 


These decisions leave larger questions to be 
answered by future cases. What about the closed 
shop bans in the states if the new labor law at- 
tempts to make such prohibitions illegal? What 
about the matter of union maintenance if the 
prospective labor act attempts to guarantee 
union security and to strike down state restric- 
tions such as that in Wisconsin? | 
Historically, Congress has regulated commerce 
among the states and the states have regulated 
commerce within their borders. Can Congress 
declare a national labor policy which ignores the 
old constitutional distinction between interstate 
and intra-state commerce? Can a federal re- 
versal on the closed shop, as the Taft-Hartley 
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Act is repealed and supplanted, go so far as to 
touch the bans in certain states? ’ 

In recent years the Supreme Court has de- 
fined interstate commerce very broadly, a fact 
which raises some presumption that Congress 


can greatly narrow the area in which states are 


free to make their own labor laws. Neither Con- 
gress nor the court has been so bold as to pro- 
pose a definitive answer to these gpecific ques- 
tions, hut the problem is taking sharp form and 
the prospect is that one brancn of the Gov- 
ernment and then the other will be dealing with 
it. Of this much we can be sure, the growth of 
labor law, as all other kinds of law, will be 
based, in the words of Justice Holmes, not on 
logic but on experience. 
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Better Work for Better Pay ° 
The Board of Estimate and Apportionment has 
approved a pending legislative proposal to in- 
crease salaries in the Circuit Attorney’s office. 
That’s fine, if St. Louis gets better service from 


. that office in return for the extra money. 


Certainly, it is not out of line to increase the 
Circuit Attorney’s salary from $10,000 to $12,500. 
His job, if tt is well done, is worth all of that, 
Even more justifiable is the proposal to increase 
the salary of the first assistant circuit attorney 
from $6000 to $7500, and those of six other as- 
sistants from $4600 to $6000. The increases 
would bring the income of prosecutors a little 
closer to that of the lawyers who oppose them, 
and so ‘it ought to attract better men to the Cir- 
cuit Attorney’s office in the long run. 


But even though Circuit Attorney Griffin will 
have to forego the proposed increase during his 
present term, the other raises would go to men 
now on the job. And their work has been under 
heavy fire in recent months. They have been 
severely criticized for reducing the charges 
against defendants in criminal cases in return 
for pleas of guilty. To avoid taking cases to 


' trial, they have been offering shocking bargains 


in justice, 

It has been pointed out that there are not 
enough judges and prosecutors to try all of the 
cages on the criminal docket. Maybe so, but this 
is a slim excuse for the way in which some of- 
fenders have been allowed to go from crime to 
crime with only a fine or perhaps a brief stay in 
the workhouse to interrupt their progress. 

Mr. Griffin might have received a little sym- 
pathy if from the very onset he had called the 
public’s attention to the need for more help in 
the enforcement of the law. But instead, he and. 
his assistants seem to have been perfectly will- 
ing to take the lazy way out, to clear the dockets 
by offering bargains to the accused. 

Now that they are seeking better pay for their 
work, it may occur to them to do better work. 
That is the most persuasive argument they could 
make for the proposed increases. 
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To Support Bakery Inspection 

Decision by the City Health Division to start 
inspecting bakeries emphasizes its need for more 
inspectors. Already its inspection staff carries 
too heavy a load, as the United States Public 
Health Service and the Missouri Division of 
Health said in their report on restaurant inspec- 
tion last December. 

The work load of 130 restaurants for every 
one of the 23 inspectors on the job would not be 
excessive if it were not that they also have to 
inspect groceries, markets and other places cov- 
ered by sanitation ordinances, the report said. 
Now three inspectors have been detached to be- 
gin the inspection of bakeries. 

City Health Commissioner Smith had quite a 
dilemma on his hands as a result of the recent 
disclosures of unsanitary conditions in some 
bakeries. He had felt that the City Health Di- 
vision should eventually undertake bakery in- 
spections but was not yet ready for it. If the 
forward step which he has now taken is to be 
successful, it will have to be supported by in- 
creased funds to employ the additional in- 
spectors it requires. : 
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According to Formula 

The trial of the Protestant clerics in Sofia now 
has run its full course—and without any devia- 
tion from the Moscow-style script.

The proceedings were, in fact, part of a more 
and more obvious scheme to discredit all religion 
not subservient to the Soviet leviathan. 

As such, the world will spurn them, regretting 
only that a doctrinaire prosecution has suc- 
ceeded once again, by means too little under- 
sood, in forcing meaningless confessions and 
thus seeming to debase those whose influence it 
seeks to destroy.

Maybe international spies are not quite as 
smart as the mystery-story writers make them 
out to be. But it seems a fairly good bet that 
they are not as naive as some people in Wash- 
ington seem to believe they are. 

The Sepate Judiciary Committee has before 
it just now a bill (S. 595) which would require 
the registration of all “persons who have-knowl- 
edge of, or have recéived instruction in, the es- 
pionage, counter-esplonage or sabotage service 
of a foreign government or a foreign political 
party,” those now working on our side, of course, 
excepted. . 

This proposal has the solemn indorsement of 
the FBI and the Army and Navy intelligence 
services. With unassailable logic, the Attorney 
General, Tom C. Clark, says in support that 
;“information” about the “intentions” of such 
persons “could spell the difference between suc- 
cess and catastrophe in counteracting the plans 
and tactics of an enemy.” 

Undoubtedly! Undoubtedly! 

-But it is just beyond the power of our admit- 
tedly weak imagination to picture the front door 
of the Department of Justice with a long line of 
assorted spies, counter-spies and saboteurs form-

Eighty million Americans live in urban 
areas. They could not exist there unless 
municipal governments had improved their 
methods paralleling the advances of private 
enterprise. The plain fact that so many 
Millions live in cities, in spite of all haz- 
ards, is proof that municipalities have 
developed means to protect their people 
from disease, crime and traffic, from fire 
and decay. 

Police work has become a science. No 
longer does the cop have the simple duty 
of arresting the town drunk or picking up 
a known criminal. 
methods of crime detection—involving 
chemical laboratories, lie detectors, finger- 
printing and ballistics—rivaling Dick Tracy 
in their ingenuity. 

Firemen have become technical experts 
through necessity. Today’s fireman has 
special equipment and training which 
make him a scientific operator. He had to 
improve—or die, To help prevent fires, he 
knows building construction and ig inti- 
mately acquainted with the important 
structures in his area. He is trained to 
understand fires and explosions in an in- 
dustrial world, to combat the hazards of 
chemicals, electricity and spontaneous com- 
bustion. } 

Public health work has changed in con- 
cept. Prevention is mandatory. Cities 
would be rotten with mass death were it 
not for proper sanitation, immunization and 
control of incipient epidemics. Public 
health also has risen to the occasion of 
necessity by developing inspection services, 
clinics, care of unfortunates and broad pre- 
ventive techniques. If public health work 
had stood still during the past five decades, 
there would be no cities in America. 


There are about 35,000,000 trucks and 


autos on United States roads and streets. 


It seems at least 34,000,000 of these are in a 
hurry. Highways and traffic engineers 
have designed safer highways, superhigh- 
ways, grade separajions, one-way streets, 
elevated highways, complex and ingenious 
control devices, scientific traffic routing 


Police have developed — 


and better policing, all so city dwellers may 
rush to their destinations—sometimes with 
& purpose, sometimes merely to release a 
restless urge. Without these better thor- 
oughfares and traffic controls, the streets 
would be merely trenches clogged with 
broken trucks, cars and bodies, 


This progress depends also on improved 
management of money, Cities know lots 
more about handling their debts than they 
did 20 years ago (remember?). There are 
fewer sinking-fund bonds with no sinking 
funds to retire them. Serial bonds of réa- 
sonable maturity are the order of the day. 
Relations between cities and their fiscal 
agents are better; deposits for bonds and 
interest are made more promptly. Though 
much remains to be done, this is progress. 


And increasingly, municipal administrators 
possess the technical knowledge needed for 
their jobs. Professional groups of public 
officials have contributed greatly to this 
advancement—in planning, public works, 
personnel, building inspection, accounting 
and budgeting, water works and electric 
construction, assessment, tax administra- 
tion, public transportation and many 
others. 


But technical,advances alone can’t insure 


success for either government or business.. 


Municipalities must deal with people. In- 
dividuals. Cities must also get along with 
county governments, state governments 
and their neighbor cities. The area where 
so much remains to be done ig human re- 
lations. 


Citizens make their impact on city coun- 
cils, Councilmen decide the limits inside 
which administrative officials and technic- 
ians work. State legislators prescribe the 
general rules and limits within which city 
councilmen may make their decisions. 
Further municipal progress depends pri- 
marily on better understanding between 
the citizen and his local government, and 
better working arrangements among state, 
county and city.

It cannot be in 
accordance with the interest or 
the safety of Russia that Ger- 
many should plant itself upon the 
shores of the Black Sea, or that 
it should overrun the Balkan 
States and subjugate the Slavonic 
peoples of southeastern Europe. 
That would be contrary to the 
historic life-interests of Russia 
. . thus, my friends, at some 
risk of being proved wrong by 
events, I will proclaim tonight 
my conviction . .. that Hitler, 
and all Hitler stands for, have 


been and are being warned off 
the east and the southeast of | 
Europe.” 

Mr. Churchill was not proved. 
wrong by events. He had in fact! 
found the key to the riddle 
wrapped in a mystery inside an 
enigma. He found that key not 
in the writings of Marx and Lenin 
and not in the turgid literature 
of the Communist International 
but in the “historic life interests 
of Russia.” ‘ 

Now it may be, of course, that | 
the key to Soviet policy is no 
longer the historic life-interests 
of Russia, and that Stalin, at the 
age of 70, is no longer pursuing 


Vishinsky was in Czechoslovakia 
in contact with the cominform 
leaders before he became Foreign 
Minister.

The character of that re- 
action is indicated by the sequence 
of events—natmely that nothing 
much happened until after Norway 
came into it. 

All through the: summer and au- 
tumn when the pact was confined 
to western Europe, and the dis- 
cussion was about building up de- 
fenses on the Rhine, the Russians 
did little more than express their 
dislike of it. But when Norway 
came in, the Russian nationa) in- 
terest was involved. For while 
ussia cannot be attacked by land 
armies from France and Belgium, 
it can be attacked by bombers 
from southern Norway. . 

Only part of the Russian reac- 
tion to this formidable develop 
ment has thus far been disclosed. 
There will be some, we must sup- 
pose, in Scandinavia. But the 
Thorez-Togliatti declarations are 
& more direct move against the 
pact. 

To appreciate the forge of this 
action, and to understand. why 
Thorez and Togliatti dared to say 
what they did, we have to realize 
how great is the European horror 
of invasion and occupation.

Needed for Boxers. 

N a match in Wichita, Kan., 
| recentiy a boxer masquerad- 
Walter Tankins of St. Louis, 
and it wasn’t until] later that it 
was discovered that the boy was 
boxing his first professional 
match and had been defeated in 
the Golden Gloves only a week 
before. 

Now, from Manchester, New 
Hampshire, comes a story about 
a professional substituting for 
an amateur and winning a New 
England Golden Gieves cham- 
pionship. He was discovered and 
the two fighters he defeated 
were permitted to box for the 
title. 

These are two instances which 
have come to the surface. There 
are, undoubtedly, others which 
are never discovered. 

How to prevent such occur- 
rences? 

So far as the professional 
game is concerned, Johnny Toc- 
co, manager of Pennington 
Brown, Freddy Latson and other 
local iebtere. believes that a 
photograph of a boxer should 
be attached to his license, as 
one preventive measure. 

“And in Colorado, Connecti- 
cut, Massachusetts and other 
places, boxers were finger print- 
ed when they applied for li- 
censes,” said Tocco. “Further- 
more his manager had to be 
named in the application for li- 
cense, so did his booking agent, 
if any, his trainer and the 
weights at which he had fought 
in his last few fights. 


“All those are safeguards for 
the well intentioned boxer and 
none should object to any such 
means of identification.” 


“Another thing, the hand 
bandages used should be uni- 
form. In one state they permit 
one style with the knuckles cov- 
ered, in another they permit 
only bandaging behind the 
knuckles. It would seem that 
all states should be made to 
conform to one standard prac- 
tice.” 

These are things which, per-

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‘Acting President Shotwell Feels That Real 
Progress Has Been Made Toward 


Eliminating Conflict. 


By SAUL PETT. 

NEW YORK, March 9 (AP)— 
An obvious irony hangs over an 
organization which has been try- 
ing for 38 years to avert war in 
the world. 

But despite two world wars, the 
‘uneasy armistice in between and 
‘the current cold war, the feeling 
at the Carnegie Endowment for 
International Peace is that real 
progress has been made. 

This is the view of graying, 75- 
year-old Dr. James T. Shotwell, a 
veteran of international confer- 
ences, historian and now acting 
president of the endowment. 

“Before the first World War,” 
he says, “there was no concept for 
getting rid of war, which until 
then had been accepted as the 
final and legitimate instrument of 
national policy. Then came the 
League, the various postwar con- 


the United Nations. 


“True, most of these were ne- 
gated by war. But they remain 
‘milestones on the road to organized 
peace. We're getting more knowl- 
edge all the time of the problems 
to be solved if we’re going to have 
peace, People talk more about it. 
‘For example, the women’s clubs. 
Fifty years ago they used to con- 
fine themselves to Browning or 
Longfellow. Now they nearly al- 
ways get involved in problems of 
public welfare or international 
| peace.”

Asked if he thought the world’s 
immediate prospects leaned to- 
ward peace or war, Dr. Shotwell 
carefully phrased his answer:

Chambers Gives Detailed Testimony 
Adds ‘Great Store’ of Information to Story He Had Told Earlier

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LGER HISS did a remarkable 

job of knocking the wind out 

of Whittaker Chambers’s tes- 
timony, when the former State 
Department official confidently 
took the stand before the House 
Un-American Activities Committee 
to retort to the charges. 

Our espionage inquiry plainly 
was tottering. President Truman 
took the occasion to call the 
hearing a “red herring”—his first 
use of the term—and added that 
the Communist document-stealing 
ring existed only in the mind of 
Acting Chairman Mundt. 

There was little optimism in our 
little subcommittee as we rode to 
New York on the night of Aug: 
6, 1948, to confront Chambers with 
the brunt of Hiss’s denials. 


We met Chambers at 10:30 the 


next morning in the Federal Court | 


House, Foley Square. At the start 
we were frankly skeptical of him, 
but he blandly ignored this and 
began adding a great store of de- 
tail to the story he had told 
earlier. 

Chambers 
only an extremely intimate friend 
of Hiss (or one who had hired 
private detectives to compile a 
report on Hiss) could have pro- 
vided. This is what he testified 
under oath: 

Mrs. Hiss called her husband 
“Hilly.” He called her “Dilly” or 
“Pross.” Members of the Commu- 
nist group called them “Hilly and 
Dilly” when they spoke of them. 
The Hisses lived in a series of 
frugally decorated homes, had a 
cocker spaniel which Was occa- 
sionally boarded at a veterinarian’s 
on Wisconsin avenue, employed a 
part-time cook and cleaning 
woman, vacationed on the eastern 
shore of Maryland, never drank 
at home, ate very simply. 

They were amateur ornitholo- 
gists, and once returned to their 
home, where Chambers said he 
spent considerable time, and re- 
ported excitedly that they had 
seen a prothonotary warbler dur- 
ing a walk near Glen Echo. Hiss 
owned a battered Ford roadster, 
with manual] windshield wipers. 

At the time he knew them, 
Chambers went on, the Hisses 
were rearing the son of Mrs. Hiss 
by her former husband, Thayer 
Hobson, New York publisher. The 
boy, Timothy, was nicknamed 
Timmie. Hobson was paying for 
his education, but Hiss, said Cham- 
bers, took the boy out of an ex- 
pensive school, placed him in a 
reasonable one, and contributed 
the saved money to the Commu- 
nist party. 

Hiss insisted on giving the bat- 
tered Ford to the party, for use 
by “some poor organizer. in the 
West or somewhere,” and Cham- 
bers further related that he and 
his own boss, J. Peters, reluctant- 
ly agreed to this—for it was 
against Communist underground 
rules to do anything with a car 
except trade it in. Hiss delivered 
the car to a car lot owner in 
Washington. : 

‘Hiss walked with a slight mince,

Donald Hiss, Chambers contin- 
ued in his calmly detached ‘vay, 
was not as bright or as sensitive 
as his brother, “who is a man 
of great simplicity and a great 
gentleness and sweetness of char- 
acter.” Donald impressed Cham- 
bers, the latter testified, as a 
sdcial climber. Donald became 
fairly friendly with James Roose- 
velt, —e continued.

ONALD HISS “submitted to 
[) aiscipiine” in accepting a job 

as legal adviser to the Philip- 
pine Section of the State Depart- 
ment, though he preferred an- 
other Government post which 
would have brought him in con- 
tact with Harry Bridges, Cham- 
bers went on impassively. 

The editor reiated that the Alger 
Hisses moved from Twenty-eighth 
street, N.W., in Washington, to 
Georgetown, then to another 
Georgetown home nearby, where 
their dining room was in the 
basement, then to an address near 
Wisconsin avenue.

Chambers looked at him oddly. 
“I am telling the truth,” he said, 
quietly. 

Dazzled by detail, we returned 
to a Washington that was calling 
for the committee’s scalp. I made 
a quick list of every statement 
Chambers had made and detailed 
a quiet, middle-aged woman on 
our research staff to check on 
each item. She worked diligently, 
combing the records of Timmie’s 
schools, employment agencies, the 
veterinarian concerned, car regis- 
trations, real estate offices and

Everything jibed except in 
minute instances. 

While she worked, and presi- 
dential and other abuse rang in 
the committee’s ears, a number of 
others who had been named with 
Hiss showed what, for some, was 
their first interest in being heard 
by the committee. 

We did not call Hiss again until 
Aug. 16. But between Aug. 9 and 
Aug. 13 the witness chair was 
seldom cool. 

We heard twice from Alexander 
Koral, an accused Communist 
courier who declined to answer 
most of the questions directed at 
him; Victor Perlo; Gilda de Frank 
Burke, Nathan Gregory Silver- 
master’s former secretary who 
testified that Silvermaster had 
frequently called most of those 
accused Governmeht officials he 


Fix It Yourself

to reroof, the old roof might just 
as well stick around for several 
reasons. : 

First of all, it will give an added 
degree of protection and some 
value as insulation. Then, leaving 
the old roof on saves a lot of 
someone’s time and money be- 
cause it takes work to remove all 
those shingles. 

Wood shingles can be applied 
Over old wood shingles even if 
the old wood shingles are rotten. 
In time they will dry out because 
of the new covering and will stop 
rotting. Wood shingles can also go 
over composition shingles or roll 
roofing. About the only necessary 
preparation is to cut back the old 
roofing at the edges and tack 
down one by three strips of wood, 

These will give niee neat edges 
and also provide a nailing base 
for the first course of roofing. Be 
sure that the old roofing is down 
flat and be certain to use nails 


that are long enough to go 


through the old roofing and into 


the roof laths.

Earlief in the heari he had 
read aloud a note which White 
had sent to the chair: 

“T am recovering from a severe 
heart attack. I would appreciate 
it if the chairman would give me 
5 or 10 minutes rest after each 
hour.” 

In relation to this, White ex- 
plained that he had overtaxed his 
heart during his days as a tennis 
player and baseball player.

Wau the eye specialist says that a child needs glasses 
and his parents provide them, he must be made to wear 
them. Many a child would rather not see clearly, would 
suffer the headache and the general upset poor vision brings 
upon him than wear spectacles. ) 

Yet he must wear them. His health demands it.’ The 
state of his eyes demand it. Poor vision brings bad health and 
bad health checks all growth, all progress in the child afflicted.

Girls: Here Are Several Fine Ways to Cook Liver 


By Hoyt Alden 


T took experts hired by the 

Government and the big meat 

packers 15 years to teach the 
Little Woman to buy and eat liver, 
but they have never been able to 
teach her to cook it. Time Was 
when we went to the butcher shop 
for 25 cents’ worth of round steak. 
that jolly fellow would toss in a 
sliver of liver for the cat—because 
he didn’t have a chance of sell- 
ing it. 

But education finally took and 
fine calves’ liver began to appear 
on our tables, as it does today, 
covered with flour and fried to a 
frazzle. Liver was never meant 
to be treated that way. It should 
be .slowly sauteed in butter until 
it is brown and then cooked the 
rest of the way with just a little 
liquid in the pan. A light dust- 
ing of flour is all right to begin 
with and there should be a small 
amount of gravy at the finish. 


But that isn’t the only way to 
cook liver. Not on your life. 
There are many others and here 
is just one of them! 

Get two pounds of beef liver, 
about four thick slices. Have 
skin and tubes removed. Mix up 
a cup vinegar, with two and one- 
half cups of water, two table- 
spoons of sugar and a teaspoon 
and a half of salt. Bring to a 
boil, Put the liver slices in a 
dish and cover with the cooled 
liquid. Let stand in the refrigera-

‘Wash a calf liver, soak it for 
three or four hours and soak it 
again. Remove the skin, slice it 
to suit and sprinkle it with salt, 
pepper and ground cloves. Roll 
in flour and brown it quickly on 
both sides. Shove pan to one side 
but keep warm. In another pan 
brown a whole chopped onion 
lightly, add a tablespoon or so of 
flour, then stir in half a cup of 
white wine, a teaspoon of sugar 
and a tablespoon of lemon juice. 
Stir and bring to a boil. Strain 
the juice and add jt to the 
browned liver. Put the pan bacie 
on the fire to simmer gently for 
10 minutes. 

Your casserole can be brought 
into play with good effect, too, 
when liver appears on the menu.
